TOO MANY SANTA CLAUSES? 
It has been suggested that perhaps we have 
too many Santa Clauses here, there, and every­

EVOLUTION VS. EXPEDIENCY 
In a recent address Charles R. Gay, president 
of the New York Stock Ex change, said: 
“ The 
overwhelmingly important facts are that our eco­ 
nomic system runs itself, without interference or 
control, that every part of it contributes to the 
operation of the whole system, and that the sys­ 
tem is one great co-operative machine, in which 
every enterprise is a partner in the whole enter­ 
prise. Whether it be a stock certificate or a cotton 
gin, every instrument in our economic machine 
is a useful agent that man has evolved to increase 
production and welfare. . . . 
“ Economic history shows, with one ex ample 
after another, that this self-acting economic sys­ 
tem has a faculty unknown to any other living 
organism. It has the power of replacing its own 
worn parts, of curing its own ills, automatically. 
“ What practical conclusion can business men 
draw from this? There are many. The first one 
is fundamental. A system that has taken ten 
thousand years of evolution to build, that auto­ 
matically improves itself, and that has given 
mankind a steadily increasing standard of living 
and decency is not a system that can be radically 
changed over night.” 
Mr. Gay, who is known for his foresighted lib­ 
eralism as well as for his authority in the field 
of finance, points to truths that should not be 
forgotten.
